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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges the amended claims filed on April 23, 2009. 
Claims 24, 26, 30, 31 and 37-39 have been amended. Claims 1-23, 25, 27-29 and 32- 
34 have been cancelled. Claims 40-42 have been newly added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 24, 26, 30, 31 and 35-42 (Renumbered as 1-12) are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

4. Regarding claim 24 (Renumbered as 1 ), the main reason for indication of 
allowable subject matter is because the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, 
including all the elements of the present claim, that said shift unit changes a shift 
amount of the optical unit in correspondence with a result of comparison between the 
spatial frequency characteristics of the plurality of color components of the original 
image detected by said detector. 

5. Regarding claim 30 (Renumbered as 7), the main reason for indication of 
allowable subject matter is because the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, 
including all the elements of the present claim, that said shifting step changes a shift 
amount of the optical unit in correspondence with a result of comparison between the 
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spatial frequency characteristics of the plurality of color components of the original 
image detected in said detecting step. 

6. Regarding claim 31 (Renumbered as 10), the main reason for indication of 
allowable subject matter is because the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, 
including all the elements of the present claim, that said shifting step changes a shift 
amount of the optical unit in correspondence with a result of comparison between the 
spatial frequency characteristics of the plurality of color components of the original 
image detected in said detecting step.
